There is another general Anſwer that may. be given to all the In- 
ſtances that can be brought under both the forementioned Heads, 
which is this; that no Judgment having yet been given in favour of 
the Archbiſhop's.

To conclude. this Argument; whatever the Ground, or the Anti- 
zuity, of the Archbiſhop's Claim to a Power of conferring Degrees may 
be, no pretence to qualzfy Perſons for any Preferment by ſuch De- 
grees was ever, that I can hear of, ſet up before the Revolution; at 
which time there was hardly a Lauyer in the Kingdom, and but very 
few of the Clergy that had ever heard of this extraordinary Preroga- 
tive of the Archbiſhop..
